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Abstract of JP6149800 

PURPOSE:To obtain the document processor 
for easy-to-sing and easy-to prepare parody 
song text preparation in consideration of the 
matchability between an original song and a 
beat number by performing a morpheme 
analysis of a character string which is the text 
of the original song and displaying a candidate 
which is adjusted in beat number. 
CONSTITUTION:When the text of the original 
song is inputted through an input means 1 , a 
morpheme analytic means 2 analyzes the 
character string and beats are counted on the 
basis of the analytic result. At the same time, a 
candidate word extracting means 5 extracts 
words having similar meaning from a 
dictionary in form matching the context with 
part-of-speech information according to the 
analytic result and beats are similarly counted. 
A beat number adjusting means 6 compares 
the beat numbers of the original song and 
extracted words, and then adjusts and displays 
the candidate. For example, a jammed road in 
a city is already generated as a parody song 
for a narrow mountain path at sunset as the 
original song. Here, the pronunciation 
(mountain path), part-of-speech information 
(noun), and meaning information (path) are 
saved for counting the beat number in the 
morpheme analytic processing for the 
mountain path and then a street and a 
highway are displayed by a candidate word 
extracting means 5 and a beat number 
adjusting means 6. 
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This patent application is rejected for the reason as stated in the notice of 
reasons of rejection dated February 2, 2004. 

The argument and amendment have been examined, but no basis sufficient to 
overthrow the previously given reason(s) for refusal has been found.

Memorandum 
< Reason 1> 

It is well-known grammatical matter whether a prolonged sound is counted as 1 
beat of 0 beat needless of citing any prior art publication (if necessary, see Fig. 5 
20 of previously cited reference document 1 for the case of counting as 1 beat, and 
see paragraph 89 of JP-A HEI08-1 93837 for the case of counting as 0 beat). 
There is found no particular difficulty in constructing to be adapted for both the 
cases.

(Regarding claim 2) 

The content described in claim 2 of this application does not exceed the 
category of artificially decided rules (not utilizing the natural law) as rules of 
5 composing words of a song, and hence does not constitute "invention" as 
prescribed in the Patent Law. 

(Regarding claim 3) 

Claim 3 only "declares" programizing rules for composing words of a song, and 
10 does not disclose any concrete hardware resources required for enabling the 
said rules in a computer, and does not disclose how said hardware resources are 
cooperated. 

Therefore, the content described in claim 3 does not constitute "invention" as 
prescribed in the Patent Law.

1 . The inventions relating to the below-mentioned claims of this application 
could be easily made by those skilled in the art before the filing of this application, 
20 based on the invention described in the below mentioned publication(s) 

distributed in Japan or in a foreign country, or the invention(s) publicly available 
through electro-communication network, prior to the filing of this application. 
Therefore, this application cannot be granted a patent under the prescription of 
paragraph 2 of Article 29 of the Japanese Patent Law.

5 Memorandum: 

Cited reference 1 describes an apparatus for producing words of song 
provided with structures for searching words used in words of a song by the 
meaning, and generating sequence of letters extracted by the required part of 
speech and number of beats as a candidate of words of a song. 
10 Although reference 1 uses the meaning as direct search key for the dictionary, 
it is recognized to be easily thought of by those skilled in the art to use the part of 
speech and number of beats (sounds) which are the straining conditions as the 
search conditions. 

15 2. This application does not comply with the requirements under Article 37 in 
the following points. 

Remarks 

The subject common to the inventions described in claims 1-3 (6, 9), and the 
20 invention described in claims 4 (7, 10) is only aid for composing words of a song, 
and this subject has been solved prior to the filing of this application (for example, 
see cited reference 1), and is not an unsolved subject at the time of filing of this 
application, therefore the two inventions do not satisfy the relation described in 
Patent Law Article 37, paragraph 1 , item 1 . 
25 Further, it cannot be recognized that the main parts of the items described in

the claims of the two inventions (means for solving the subject corresponding to 
the common subject to be solved) are the same. Therefore, the above- 
mentioned two inventions do not satisfy the relation described in Patent Law 
Article 37, paragraph 1, item 2. 
5 Further, the above-mentioned two inventions do not satisfy any of the other 
relations described in Patent Law Article 37, paragraph 1 , items 3, 4, and 5. 

Since this application does not comply with the requirements under Article 37, 
the inventions described in this application except the claims 1-3, 6, 9, have not 
10 been examined as to requirements concerned the novelty, inventive steps, etc.
